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The Bishop’s Page 


My Dear People: 

We have just closed the clergy conference on 
Evangelism conducted by the Reverend G. H. Wil¬ 
liams, of London, England. With one exception all 
the clergy of the diocese were present, together 
with some from other commuinons. May I suggest 
that you make a place in your parish life to hear 
from your own parish priest something of what the 
conference meant to him. 

One afternoon was devoted to a report from a 
committee appointed by Synod. The title now 
adopted for this committee, about which you will 
hear more during the autumn and winter, is 
"Christian Faith and Action". 

I suppose that we are practically unanimous in 
our condemnation of such systems as Communism 
and Fascism and indeed many other "isms". We 
believe them to be dangers from which the world 
should be delivered. We are against them. On the 
other hand we believe in the democratic way of 
life; we believe in justice and freedom and kind¬ 
ness. We are for them. Moreover, we are quite pre¬ 
pared to let the world know that we are for and 
against these things. But are we prepared to let 
the world know—our world in the office or shop or 
school or social set— that we are for Christ and 
His Church. To recommend Christ and His Church 
to others by word and deed is the call to action 
which was sounded in the conference and which 
you will hear more often in the future than you 
have in the past. The conference started something 
and the clergy and laity of the committee on Faith 
and Action intend to carry it forward till it reaches 
every parish and mission in the diocese. 

The prevailing temper of people the world over 
is one of acute disappointment or disillusionment. 
Our leaders are stalled in their efforts to achieve 
unity and their plans for peace and security are 
persistently frustrated. There is a very ugly Ger¬ 
man word in common use to-day which translated 
into English means "way-out-less-ness". That word 
accurately and vividly describes the feelings of 
many people. This sense of frustration springs 
largely from the fact that we can find nothing de¬ 
finite to do which will affect the human situation. 
The economic and political and moral aspects of 
human life are so complex that the best we seem 
to be able to do is to leave them to the experts. 
But we leave them to the experts without a very 
high degree of confidence in their ability to handle 
them. Now if there were a war on we could do 
something abcut that. For example. We could en¬ 
list; if we were young enough, but at any rate we 
could do whatever the leaders asked us to do. We 
lose the sense of frustration as soon as we have a 
job to do which we know to be related to the suc¬ 


cess of the cause we have at heart. Here is a quo¬ 
tation from “Towards the Conversion of England", 
which underlines what I have just written. "Dur¬ 
ing the war there have been many in the forces 
who have found a new sense of fellowship because 
they knew themselves to be devoted to a common 
purpose in which the success or failure of any 
individual was of immense concern to all. In that 
fellowship they found a new sense of purpose and 
dignity. To quote an Army Chaplain: "The soldier 
finds himself with a very clear purpose, that of 
winning the war in the military sphere. He also 
finds himself part of a plan of campaign. His own 
job may be a very dull one, but even so he can 
see that it is a necessary part of the general plan 
and that is all that most of us want to know. What 
gives a sense of frustration is being told to do 
something which seems to have no purpose or 
worse still to have nothing whatever to do." 

We are fully persuaded that we as individual 
members of the Church are pledged to fulfill a 
purpose and to go into action in some definite con¬ 
crete way. We are further persuaded that the 
Church as a body is pledged to issue a call to 
Christian action. 

One of the ways which will be commended to 
you by our committee, in due course, will be the 
"cell" method of Christian action. This method is 
taken directly from the procedure of communism. 
It is what may be called the propaganda method. 
I think you will agree that communism has used 
the method to some purpose. One writer calls it 
"gossiping" abcut ones faith. Teams cf communists 
spread their doctrines simply by talking about 
them everywhere. Our tongues must be loosed so 
that we may recommend Christ and His Church 
in casual conversation. I mention this "cell" 
method because I feel quite sure that it is going 
to be our most powerful agency in carrying out 
our evangelistic purpose. 

There is a war on, brethren, and we can do 
something about it. We can enlist. The general 
plan of campaign will be laid before us and our 
particular part in it explained. By enlisting we 
shall convince the world that we have a truth 
of vital importance to deliver and are not afraid 
cr ashamed to proclaim it. 

Begin now to say a prayer every day that God 
will bless and help us as we plan to do His work 
better.

Parish Histories 

It is our hope that sometime in the fall of the 
year it will be possible to begin a series of his¬ 
torical studies of the different parishes of this Dio¬ 
cese. The need for gathering such information has 
been felt for some time, and a committee appointed 
for this purpose was chosen some years ago. Many 
of the parishes have most interesting stories con¬ 
cerning their inception, and the early years when 
a few struggling families sought to build a House 
of God for their use on the Sabbath Day. Many of 
the original members of our congregations are still 
present worshipping with us. It is important that 
their recollections of the early days should be 
preserved so that a complete story of the parishes 
and of the Diocese may be obtained. 

Several parishes have issued brochures on the 
occasion of special anniversaries, and these will 
prove of great value, and the nucleus of fuller and 
more accurate histories. 

In order to facilitate the preserving and com¬ 
piling of these parish records it would be most 
helpful if in each parish someone could be induced 
to undertake the task of collecting all the available 


information, as well as such snapshots as would 
illustrate the congregational life from time to time. 
A Parish Snapshot album and scrapbook would be 
a worthwhile project for any organization, and 
would mean the preserving of many pictures which 
would otherwise be lost or destroyed. We would 
welcome the news of any such appointments and 
albums, and every assistance will be given to en¬ 
sure accuracy of names and dates. It may be that 
the parish histories can be later collected and 
printed in a special Diocesan history book. Cer¬ 
tainly this is a task which needs to be undertaken 
without undue delay, and the fullest co-operation 
of all parsihes will be sought. 

Holidays and Kapasiwin 

Once again our Diocesan camp site at Kapasi¬ 
win on Lake Wabamun will be the scene of great 
holiday activity. Each year for the months of July 
and August the camp accommodates several hun¬ 
dreds of holidaymakers, all enjoying the happiest 
Christian fellowship under splendid leadership. 
The D.B.R.E. has been responsible for more im¬ 
provements to the Camp, and each year steady 
progress is made. The Leadership Camp (or Sum¬ 
mer School) for teachers, leaders, and all inter¬ 
ested Church workers, has always been of great 
help to our Diocesan life, and the camps for boys 
and girls are proving to answer to all parents 
desiring a guided and Christian holiday pro¬ 
gramme for their children. The dates of the Kapa¬ 
siwin Camps for the coming summer will be found 
on another page. 

National Day of Prayer in England 

King George VI has called upon the people of 
Great Britain to observe Sunday next, July 6th, as 
a National Day of Prayer to Almighty God. The 
following announcement was issued jointly by the 
Archbishops of Canterbury and York: 

"Every citizen should prepare himself for that 
day by serious thought. This nation made its great 
and glorious contribution towards the winning of 
the war: the sacrifices which we made for victory 
have sorely crippled us. 

"We turned hopefully to plead for justice and 
peace in the world and for social prosperity at 
home; we find only by long and severe exertions 
can we endure the necessities of our national life. 

"The severity of the task demands that all our 
thoughts of personal advantage and sectional in¬ 
terests should be subordinated to the common 
good, and that forms of distrust and dishonest deal¬ 
ing be laid aside; that all should freely give the 
best that is in them, that we should all be united 
by a common code of honour, ideals, and fellow¬ 
ship.

Conferences Hears Addresses 
on Evangelsim 

The Clergy of the Diocese of Edmon¬ 
ton, together with clergy from the Bap¬ 
tist, Presbyterian and United Churches 
attended a Conference held in All 
Saints' Parish Hall from Monday, June 
16th to Thursday, June 19th. The Con¬ 
ference had been arranged by the 
Bishop in order that as many as pos¬ 
sible might have the opportunity of 
meeting and hearing the Rev. Gilbert 
H. Williams, Rector of Christ Church, 
Hurlingham, London, England, who is 
presently visiting in Canada and dis¬ 
cussing the work of Christian Evangel¬ 
ism. 


On the previous Sunday Mr. Williams 
had preached at both the Cathedral 
and Christ Church to large and appre¬ 
ciative congregations. 

At the Conference Mr. Williams told 
of the condition of the Christian 
Churches in England, both during and 
since the war, and gave many interest¬ 
ing illustrations of the difficulties and 
opportuities facing the Church. Whilst 
he spoke particularly of the Church of 
England, he pointed out that conditions 
were almost identical in the Free 
Churches. In making comparisons be¬ 
tween Church attendance in England 
and in Canada he stated that there 
appeared to be a higher percentage of 
Churchgoers in Canada. 

Mr. Williams told of the problems of 
Church and Sunday School attendance 
during the war, especially during the 
winter months when the black-out was 
most severe, and when the robot bombs 
were a constant danger. 

He spoke of the great need of telling 
the Good News of our faith to a genera¬ 
tion which has been taught to believe 
that science could answer the needs of 
men, whereas scientific knowledge now 
constitutes the greatest threat to the 
world it has ever known. Only the 
Good News of Jesus Christ can assure 
the saving of our society, and it is the 
pressing responsibility of the Christian 


Church to proclaim that message at 
every opportunity. Mr. Williams told 
something of the preparation for the 
recent Christian Commando Campaign. 
Thousands of Clergy, laymen and 
women had taken part, trying to obtain 
a foothold in offices, factories, schools, 
clubs, public houses and homes. The 
job of the Commando was simply to 
pry open the door and hold the ground 
until such time as other forces could 
occupy and hold the ground which had 
been won. That was the great task to 
which the Church is committed. 

A well attended Service was held in 
the Cathedral on Wednesday evening, 
June 18th when Mr. Williams delivered 
the sermon.

Ordination at Sedgewick

The Bishop spoke of his great personal 
pleasure in the ordination and induc¬ 
tion of Mr. Brooks, and wished him and 
Mrs. Brooks 'Godspeed' in their work 
in the parish and Diocese. Canon Nain¬ 
by and the Rev. C. E. F. Wolff told of 
their great pleasure in returning to 
Sedgewick for the occasion, and wished 
the Vicar and the parishioners every 
blessing.

(A Report from the Diocesan Committee 
on Faith and Order by L. D. Byrne.) 

Call To Christian Action 

Amid the turmoil and confusion of a 
world beset by the forces of evil, and 
being driven headlong to disaster, 
there is evidence of a great and grow¬ 
ing Christian crusade. The recent visit 
of the Rev. Gilbert Williams from Eng¬ 
land brought us first hand information 
of the tremendous revival which is tak¬ 
ing place in that country. And during 
his mission in Edmonton, attended by 
the Clergy throughout the Diocese, Mr. 
Williams was able to pass on some¬ 
thing of the inspiration which provides 
the driving power of the movement in 
England. 

But this great Christian rennaisance 
is not confined to England. It is very 
much in evidence in other countries— 
in France, in the United States and here 
in Canada. Even more significant is the 
fact that everywhere the emphasis is 
on action —militant Christian action— 
as the only hope for the future. 

This call to Christian action has been 
sounded for us in the Diocese both 
from our own Diocesan Synod and from 
the more recent meetings of the Pro¬ 
vincial Synod. 

The Response 

Recently the Diocesan Committee on 
Faith and Action—set up to implement 
the two resoultions of Synod for action 
to combat the growing onslaught 
against Christianity by the advocates 
of materialism in its various forms— 
met with the Council for Social Service 
and D.B.R.E. This joint meeting ap¬ 
proved the recommendations of the 
Committee for a Diocesan Information 
Service and for the initiation of Chris¬ 
tian Action Groups or "Cells". 

The Information Service will be at 
the disposal of all parishes, and will 
provide information from available 
sources both for combating attacks on 
the Church and Christianity and for 
the use of study groups and others in 
regard to the positive implications of 
our Christian Faith. The scope of the 
service will be expanded to the entire 
field of publicity and public relations 
in furthering a dynamic and militant 
campaign.

The Diocesan Board is the recipient 
of a very beautiful and interesting col¬ 
lection of Indian and Eskimo handicraft. 
Mrs. J. Mills of Holy Trinity, sister of 
Dr. Charles Camsell, was the generous 
donor. 

The following description given by 
Mrs. Mills indicates the interest at¬ 
tached to these articles: 

Beaded Tea Cosy: "This was made 
up by a Slave Indian woman for me 
about fifty years ago. I was living at 
Fort Simpson at the time and I asked 
her to work it on fine cloth in prefer¬ 
ence to velvet as it wears so much 
better." 

Eskimo Labretts: "These articles, that 
once adorned the face of an Eskimo 
chief were purchased from him by my 
husband, for $10.00 in cash. This cus¬ 
tom of cutting a hole in the lower part 
of each lip and inserting the 'collar 
button' has been done away with; they 
are almost unprocurable now." 

Native Copper Spearhead: "This 
spearhead was found embedded in the 
cheek of a dear when killed; it had 
evidently been there for some time as 
the flesh had grown over it, and it 
was quite sealed." 

This gift is unique in that it forms 
the nucleus of a long desired curio 
section of the Diocesan Education De¬ 
partment. 

Further donations in the future would 
i be much appreciated.

fective Christian action to influence all 
spheres of our national life—economic, 
political and cultural—is unquestion¬ 
ably the urgent need at the present 
time. But such action can be initiated 
only by individual Christians inspired 
by a dynamic Faith which must find 
expression in action, working together 
to influence their own environment— 
in the factory, in business, in the ser¬ 
vice club and so forth. The Committee 
recommended that the initiation of 
Christian Action Groups or Cells, be 
encouraged—outlining the procedure to 
be adopted. 

Subsequently the report of the joint 
meeting of the Committee on Faith and 
Action, the Council for Social Service 
and D.B.R.E., was submitted to a meet¬ 
ing of the Clergy of the Diocese and 
approved. 

The stage is now set. To the entire 
Diocese goes forth the call to action in 
the service of our Lord Jesus Christ.

The Monastic Orders (contd.) 

S. Benedict of Nursia 

Benedict of Nursia was the son of 
noble parents and was educated in 
Rome. By the time he was fourteen 
years of age he had become disgusted 
with the evils of that city and deter¬ 
mined to forego all thought of a world¬ 
ly career. Instead, he fled to a lonely 
cave in the Sabine Hills near Subiaco. 
For several years he lived there alone 
thinking only of God, and of his own 
sinful state. A monk named Romanus 
from a neighbouring monastery brought 
him food which Benedict drew up on 
a rope to his inaccessible cave. Seeing 
no one, speaking to no one, dressed in 
a coarse hair shirt, he prayed and 
meditated all through the hours of the 
day; and at night to chasten his body 
he rolled in a bed of thistles. 

In spite of Benedict's secrecy the 
fame of his holiness spread abroad, 
and other young men came to dwell 
as hermits in neighbouring caves. They 
urged Benedict to be their leader and, 
thinking it to be the will of God that 
he should help his fellow-men he 
agreed. He established a monastery in 
the Sabine Hills where he governed 
his twelve monks as abbot. Soon he 
established twelve more monasteries 
each with twelve monks and a prior. 
So well esteemed did these institutions 
become that many youths of the Roman 
nobility were sent to them for their 
training and education. 

Before very long, however, Benedict's 
success brought him persecution from 
a neighbouring priest, named Floren- 
tius, who first sent him a poisoned 
loaf and then, when that failed, at¬ 
tempted to poison his community. As 
a result Benedict and his followers 
moved further south and established 
the monastery of Monte Cassino where, 
in 529, he drew up his famous rule 
which became the standard of western 
monastic life. 

The Benedictine Rule 

Up to the time of S. Benedict, al¬ 
though monks and monasteries had 
been numerous in the West, monastic 


life lacked stability and usefulness, 
unity of discipline, and strength of or¬ 
ganization. These defects were rem¬ 
edied by the Benedictine rule of life 
which was based upon a triple vow 
of (1) stedfastness, (2) obedience, (3) 
reformation. In accordance with the 
first every brother, after a probationary 
period, became a monk for life; and 
thus a way of living became an order 
of men. In virtue of the second the 
abbot, chosen by the monks and as¬ 
sisted by the prior, exercised supreme 
authority over all. For the fulfillment 
of the third vow an elaborate system 
of regulations was compiled. Private 
property was to be renounced, and the 
monk must call nothing his own. Food 
and fast were prescribed in detail to 
the end that excessive aceticism and 
needless self-indulgence might both be 
avoided. All were to wear a simple 
tunic with black cowl to emphasis 
the fact that the monks were an order, 
and also to prevent extravagance and 
peculiarities in dress. There was a com¬ 
plete list of devotions and labours 
which assigned to each hour its special 
occupation so that what might have 
degenerated into a life of religious 
dreaminess and perilous leisure be¬ 
came a round of stated duties. Seven 
fixed hours of prayer, praise and medi¬ 
tation ensured regularity of devotion. 
Seven statutory hours of work, manual 
or mental, not only prevented idleness 
(which Benedict called "the enemy of 
the soul'') but transfigured the lowliest 
labour into spiritual discipline. Inci¬ 
dentally, it should be remembered that 
the monks were not, as a rule, priests, 
nor was joining an order regarded as 
a stepping-stone to the priesthood. 

The Monastic Life 

Perhaps the most interesting feature 
of history is that it enables us to catch 
a glimpse of ordinary people of the past 
as they were about their daily lives. 
Could we have visited a mediaeval 
monastery we might have been amazed, 
first of all, at the early hour at which 
the monks rose. After having risen for 
matins at one or two o'clock the monks 


went back to bed until five when they 
got up and went to the chapel for 
Lauds. In the words of a monk of our 
day, "for a large part of the year it is 
dark and the stars are shining outside. 
All over the country working people are 
going off to their day's employment. 
They are too busy to bless the Lord for 
more than a few moments on rising. 
We are intended to be a mouthpiece for 
them.'' After Lauds the monks went to 
their cells until the bell rang for Prime, 
a short service which formed a prelude 
to Holy Communion. After the Eucharist 
breakfast was eaten in silence in the 
refectory while a monk read from the 
scriptures or from S. Thomas a Kempis. 

"After breakfast," and we quote 
again from ’Canadian Cowley', "the 
professed Fathers have an hour of 
meditation and mental prayer in their 
cells on in Church. The Brothers wash 
the dishes and then have half an hour 
of meditation. This ends with Terce, the 
office of the Holy Spirit, who came 
upon the Church at the hour of nine 
on the day of Pentecost." 

Then the monks made their way to 
the Chapter House for the reading of 
the Martyrology, the record of the great 
Saints of God of past time, after which 
a passage from the rule was read be¬ 
fore the morning's work. Just before 
the midday meal Sext was said in the 
chapel. The dinner dishes were washed 
by the monks while the novices and 
others enjoyed the time ■ in recreation 
until three when all joined in the 
chapel again for the office of None 
commemorating the death of our Lord 
upon the Cross. Afternoon work con¬ 
tinued until 5.30 when Evensong was 
sung, followed by supper. The evening 
was taken up with reading and study 
until nine when came Compline, the 
last service of the day.

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Archdeacon James Hunter

indebtedness to Rev. David L. Greene, B.A., 
formerly Rector of Christ Church, The Pas, 
Manitoba, and to Mr. H. E. Mason, 
People’s Warden, St. Matthew’s Church, 
Bayswater, London, England, for putting at 
his disposal much original and invaluable 
material which has been of great assistance 
in the preparation of this article.

"I can recall Archdeacon, Hunter 
who, after he had served in the far 
north, settled down in St. Andrew's. 
He was a man of more than ordinary 
power and eloquence as a preacher. 
As a boy, I thought him a giant and 
an outstanding man, and when, as a 
man, and myself a young clergyman, 
I heard him preach in St. Matthew’s, 
Bayswater, London, in 1876, where he 
was Rector, I felt that it was not simply 
a boyish admiration that made me rate 
him as a giant in my early days, but 
that he was in very deed a giant in 
power, in magnetism and in earnest¬ 
ness." 

This tribute to one of the most de¬ 
vout and capable of our pioneer mis¬ 
sionaries is taken from the sermon 
preached by the late Archbishop 
Matheson, then Primate and Metropoli¬ 
tan, at the Opening Service of the 
Rupert's Land Centenary in 1920. 
Archdeacon Hunter's name has now 
almost passed from memory, chiefly, 
perhaps, because his work was done 
in a distant field rather than at the 
centre of affairs, where attention was 
almost daily focussed on his great con¬ 
temporaries, Cochran, McCallum, Cow¬ 
ley, or Bishop Anderson himself. And 
yet it has been given to few men, as 
it was to James Hunter, to minister ac¬ 
ceptably to such diverse congregations 
as ones formed of Cree Indians in the 
Saskatchewan Valley, the Selkirk Set¬ 
tlers on the Red River, and the resi¬ 
dents of that prosperous district of 
Mid-Victorian London, called Bays¬ 
water, which lies just north of Kensing¬ 
ton Gardens. Nor has any other man 
been the builder of both the first 
Church in an Indian Stetlement five 
hundred miles away from the nearest 
community of any importance and one 
of the most beautiful modern Churches 
in Central London. 

The Reverend James Hunter was born 
at Barnstaple in North Devon on the 


25th of April, 1817. He received his 
early education at the local Bluecoat 
School, and was then articled as a 
conveyancing clerk or a 'scrivener,' but 
he did not complete his time and be¬ 
came a schoolmaster at Tavistock. 
About this time he came under the 
influence of the Reverend Sir H. Bour- 
chier Wrey of Corffe, and of a Rev¬ 
erend Mr. Jebb. Through their efforts, 
he later attended the Church Mission¬ 
ary Society's College at Islington to 
train for Holy Orders. Whilst in Lon¬ 
don he also acquired some knowledge 
of medicine. He was ordained Deacon 
in 1843 and Priest in 1844 by the 
Bishop of London. The same summer 
he and Mrs. Hunter sailed for Canada, 
and arrived at the Cumberland District 
Mission Station at The Pas on the 25th 
of September. 

The work at this C.M.S. station had 
been started in 1840 by Henry Budd, 
and had so greatly prospered that the 
C.M.S. felt justified in establishing it 
permanently. When he arrived, the only 
building was a small log house, roofed 
with bark, and Mr. Hunter immediately 
began the work of providing more ade¬ 
quate accommodation for which the 
work called, and shortly after reports 
that there are 56 children of the settle¬ 
ment attending school, and from two 
to three hundred people the Services. 
Progress was rapid, not only around 
The Pas but as far north-west as Lac 
La Ronge, two hundred miles north of 
Prince Albert. A native catechist, James 
Beardy, was sent to this District in 
1945, and was followed in 1846 by 
the better-known James Settee. In 1847 
Mr. Hunter himself journeyed there, 
and on the First of July baptized 107 
persons, of whom 48 were adults. The 
Centenary of this is being commemo¬ 
rated this year in the Diocese of Sas¬ 
katchewan. It was in the latter part 
of 1947 that Mrs. Hunter died, at the 
age of thirty-two. She was the first 
white woman ever to live at The Pas, 
and one can only surmise the diffi¬ 
culties which she had to encounter 
at this isolated post. “She was a lady 
of devout piety": a memorial tablet 
recovered some years ago from the old 
churchyard, and now in the present 
Church, records her death on Novem¬ 
ber 20th; it bears the inscription "Also 
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their two infants, who are buried in 
the vault beneath with their Mother." 

The first Church at The Pas was 
commenced in 1847 and took three 
years to complete. It was sixty-three 
feet long by twenty-seven feet wide, 
and had a tower surmounted by a 
spire'—the latter had to be removed 
in the early ’eighties' but the Church 
itself survived for nearly fifty years, 
being replaced in 1896 by the present 
Christ Church. There is a tradition 
that the members of Sir John Richard¬ 
son's expedition in search of Franklin, 
which wintered at The Pas in 1847-48, 
had much to do with the construction 
of the Church, but this cannot be sub¬ 
stantiated, though there is no doubt 
that the members did make a number 
of the furnishings. 

Bishop Anderson visited the Mission 
in June, 1850, and writes "We reached 
The Pas and landed at the Parsonage 
House just as the sun was declining 
in the west on Saturday evening. It 
was the very moment I could have 
chosen for my arrival, and for my first 
sight of the pretty Church." The next 
day the new Church was opened for 
Divine Services. "The Bishop," says 
Mr. Hunter, "opened this, the first 
Church of England beyond the Red 
River Settlement, built .in the wilder¬ 
ness and purely among the aboriginies; 
and here we had the congregation of 
natives, who for the first time entered 
a Church. . , . Five years ago there 
was no Mission House or Church at 
this place; but God has so blessed 
our labours that this day we enjoy 
them both." After a week of prepara¬ 
tion and examination by the Bishop, 
the First Confirmation Service was 
held. Dr. Anderson says "Each day I 
had seen and examined many. I took 
them in parties . . . this tested their 
knowledge and practical acquaintance 
with the truths of the Bible. . . I was 
surprised at their intelligence and ex¬ 
perimental acquaintance with their 
Holy Faith. ... It was my happy privi¬ 
lege to Confirm 110 on Friday, July 5th, 
and to do so using the beautiful Prayer 
(in the Cree language) "Defend, O 
Lord, this Thy servent." It was a beau¬ 
tiful and stirring sight. The interior 
of the Church is very pretty, and they 
came up very reverently and devoutly 
and knelt in prayer before the Com¬ 
munion Rails." It was about this time 
that the Chief, Antoine Constance, 
formerly a opponent, was converted.

At the morning 
service we were privileged to have 
with us Rev. Gilbert H. Williams, an 
outstanding leader in English evangel¬ 
ism, concerning whom you will prob¬ 
ably find more elsewhere in this issue 
of the Churchman.
